More than $300 a day is being 
saved citrus growers of Upland 
in power as the result of the rain. 
All irrigating wells in the dis- 
trict are idle today, being closed 
down shortly after the start of 
the rain. 

If it were not for the rain, 
many of the wells would have 
to be used, necessitating expense 
for the power. So, in actual 
figures, the current storm is sav- 
ing hundreds of dollars. 

A. C. Reynolds, manager of 
the San Antonio Water com- 
pany, explained that very little 
run-off water is coming from 
the mountains as yet and this 
situation is very pleasing to the 
growers and water company of- 
ficials. A large run-off now 
would result in much of the 
water going to waste.

The city 
health physician particularly de- 
sires that the parents understand 
this fact, as the treatment will in 
no instance be given without such 
consent.

Upland One of Three Wettest 
Places in Southern 
California 


Upland today is one of the 
three wettest points in South- 
ern California, sharing that en- 
viable distinction with Escon- 
dido and Bass Lake. But which 
of these places is “champion” is 
not known since the downpour 
of rain continues almost with- 
out interruption. 

Late last night the rainfall 
figures were reported from all 
over the southland, Bass Lake 
leading with 7.36 and Upland 
and Escondido tying for second 
place with 6.02. Since then Up- 
land’s figure has been boosted to 
6.36. 








Ten days of continuous cloudy 
and rainy weather has placed Up- 
land’s season total considerably 
above the season record for last 
j year and is giving this section 
jone of the finest natural ‘“over- 
|head irrigations” it has experienc- 
jed in many months.

Although in reality there have 
been three separate storms or 
“climatic disturbances,” since the 
rain began on Sunday, January 


5, still they have so closely fol- 
iowed one another that the rain 
|has been almost continuous. 

| The overhanging clouds have 
served to prevent dangerously low 
jtemperatures and there has been 
little if any lighting of smudge 
pots in the Upland district, al- 
|though light firing twice has been 
|necessary in more exposed sec- 
tions to the south and east. 

The heavy snowfall in the moun- 
\tains is adding immeasurably to 
the water supply. The snow is low- 
er on the foothills than in a num- 
iber of past seasons, and Saturday 
morning for the fourth time in 
20 years, according to citizens of 
long residence, Uplanders enjoyed

which remained on the ground for 
several hours.

When 
the drys advocated the strongest , 
restrictions on hard liquor with 
permission for beer and light 
wines, the liquor interests opeos= | 
ed that scheme Sut claimed to be 
converted to taxation. When the | 
license system was advocated, the 
wets were for free beer, but in 
favor of taxation and regulation | 
of hard liquors.

by the drys, the wets opposed but 
declared for license. When the 
local option system was launched, 
the wets were ready to stand for 
the dispensary system. When the 
drys contended for county option 
the wets became the sponsors for 
the principle of home rule. When 
state option was insisted upon, the 
wets championed local option, and 
when the drys advocated national 
prohibition, the wets became the 
persistent advocates of states’ 
rights.”
